I.BGISI.ATIVB AFFAIRS. 

CliarloH Lover ji;ivea us nn amusing col^ 
loquy botwoen ihu l)rotlior of nti emiiieiit Irisli 
batristor and a dialinguisbed pertouago who 
was on b tour through the Kmerald lala. The 
snbjeot was tho manner in vrbioh the barris- 
ter snooeeded in obtaining rerdiols. " What 
is bis peoulinr mode with the jurors?" asks 
the visitor. " VVoll, you see,'' rcsponda tho 
eulogising brother, " ho first bulthers thiin up 
and thou slithers ihiart down." We think 
onr moiniDg oontcmporary is emulating in a 
weak manner the Irish barrister. In 
Saturday's issue we have one hairtbueili- 
torinl devoted to " buttering" up the Libcial 
member? of the House in their course on the 
oslimiites mul tlie other half tn ''slithering;" 
them down. We do not expect the Chronicle 
tu conne out, to use a rather inelegant but 
forcible esproesion, " tlalfooted " on any aub" 
jeot. It has a happy kaack of " Btraddling 
the fence ; " and on the Assembly's work of 
.Friday last we could have no other dissetla- 
tion than tho usual " Two iind two maltB 
four; two aud two make live." Uelreiicli- 
ment was good — retrenchment was necessary 
but then the Liberal members should not 
have taken the initiative. It was right tliat 
the House of Assembly should have cut ilowu

All Ihis was biid ; hut Ibo ofluuco was 
aggravated by dcoidiog upou tho schema 
outside the Uouae. To think that the pub- 
lic business of the country should be oonfl' 
ded to men who meet in secret conclave lo 
arrange tho political programme that is to 
bo laid boloro ibc Asaombl)! Wtio ever 
beard of so mon.strous an oulrago uu a fc 
presentativo body ? Even in responsible 
Governments wbo ever beard of the minis- 
terial supporleis or the opposition meeting 
outside the Legislative halls to decide on 
their political course of action 7 The 
thing ia preposterous ! Tho way tho buiii- 
aesBOf tho House of Oommons ia carried on is 
patterned ulter Donnybrook, where (^vury 
man had his own say, and dared his unighbor 
to 'contradict him. There ia no such thing as 
preooDcerted action. Tho samo thing may 
he said of the Ciinadian and every other rof 
specittbia ooloiiial LogiBlatute. 'fha wliole 
work is QXlemporised when the moinbors 
meet, every ono pilohes in indiflorimiimtely, 
and a "free fight" ensues all round. How 
else could they get through tho busiuesa ol 
the session ? Let us suppose, for an instant, 
that the Ministry oonoocted their schemes 
and plans outside the House— that their sup* 
porters wore made aware of tho prcgramrao, 
and that evctjtliing so far us they wore con- 
cerned was out and dried before the House 
met — oan any one not see that the termina- 
tion of tho session would be indefinitely pro- 
longed 7 The way really to cany on the 
publio busiaess with despatch is lo ignore 
preparation — to go into the Houso of Asscm 
bly nn unorganised body, a respeelablo nioh, 
with neither bead nor tail, object nor aim 
It Was by such good management ihal Van- 
eouver Island got through her ten mnnihs' 
sessions in previous years, aod why should 
we not take the Clironiele's ad^ioe and come 
baok to it ? Well, we shall say why. Wc 
want to ace Ibe business of the colony carried 
throu);h tiic Legislature in a couple ol 
montba. Wo want men lo go into the House 
with purpose beforu ihcm, with a eltai 
comprehension of the work that ia to be 
done and tho moibod to aacompliab it. 
Wo waot a band of organized rcjireiciitiilivi's 
bound together lo carry out llio public wil 
— !o inaugurnto reforms uiid tu siivo ilic 
ptickets of tbo inhabitants. Wo luo ;;lad to 
say that for the fiist time iu thu history i>l 
the colony there is an iodepondent majority 
in the Assembly, and one that, come what 
may, will receive the full oudoraation of I Ik 
publio. The ni'iudlin tears which our con- 
temporary shod on Saturday over tlia nctim.

'1 key 
will certainly affect neither the public 
nor the House of Assembly. The seheiiie of 
retrenchment which has bosn commenced 
will 1)0 carrioil out.' It is not a Impbuzird 
nor an iiiiiiysloiiiiilical tiebeiiu), but a caroliillj 
propared i)hiii fnr rodi)i;ii)f; the public c.v 
]~endituie, ami tlio iniiiorily in Ibo llou-is 
have no roaauii to soy it baa not boon snfli- 
oiently explained item by item so far as it lian 
gone. There is neither confaaion nor bliin- 
(Jerinff ; lliero is not an niniilganmtii'ii ol 
offices, not n leduclion ol ollioinl.s, not n uiir- 
tailtnent ofsahii y bul bag boon juiiporly run- 
sidorod iind lulapted to tbo c.vignneiiM nl ilic 
times. There is certainly nothing in Ibe 
Jiibcral members' programme that can make 
the public aorvice any loss efReient than il 
hap been; but much that will hnvo ibe 
double cflect of reducing la.valion and

BLACKFOOT RECIPROCITY. 

(From the British Columbian.) 

From a private letter dated Fort Sbeppard, 
..vovembet 27ih| 18C5, wo glean tho lollowing 
informution : 

The Big Bend diggings are tho all ab.«orb- 
ing theme. Everybody tulL-.s about them, 
thinks about them, dreams about theci, and 
every available human being ia going to them 
at tbe eorliest possible moment; New creekx 
are continually reported, while the richness cf 
tho older ones, such as French, Cairnes and 
.McCuUocli's, ia being more and more ostali- 
lished. In thorl, it is tlic gonenil opinion 
amongst ihu miners that these liiiees aro ox- 
tousivo and rich — rich beyond anything that 
has ever liceii known in this or any other 
country. Up to tho close of this season there 
has been very little done in tho Cold Creek 
district save pro3[iectiog, opening claiIn^, ie. 
Go McCulluch's Creek the only claim really 
open is the Discovery claim, and it !.,,s yield- 
ed Irom 20 to 30 ounces a day. The ^;old is 
coarao, many pieces weigliing from S12 to 
810. This is the favorite creek ; it prospijols 
splendidly to its very source, a distance ol 
over Qve miles from where tho lower gold is 
found ; from there to its confluence, a dis- 
tance ol about thrso miles, it has not buen 
worked. 

A new creek has been discovered, empty- 
ing into Gold Creok live or six miles ubuvo 
its mouth, which prospeots from $1 to SI 60 
to the pun, while another new oreek, About 
five miles above French Creek, prospeots ver^ 
rich. The monnlaio from which all these 
slrciims take their rise seems to be a second 
Uald Mountain. 

Every man who oi-ines down, though he 
m^iy not have thu •' color " in his pocket, ex- 
pro^fOB the most unbounded conlideneo in 
these miii':3, and such expressions as " I've 
gol a good claim," " I'lmt is a rich counuy,"

If the season keeps open 
lieopio will continue to go up all winter — at 
all events there is going to be "a d— 1 of a 
rush" ill March. An Express messengei' has 
been dispatched into lbs Boise country frmn 
Colvillu to advise friends to come over. Tho 
richness of the mines is known at Wallu 
Walla, I'orllaiiil, .^:c., und all is bustle und 
preparation (3illuir to go l() tho Big Bend or 
to niuke money out ut llio^o who do go. — 
Kooleiiiiy is Ual — almost iibao loiied lor the 
more atlrai live digfiiiiKS of Big iieml. 'I'luu'U 
aro (uily about fifty white men left. I'lio- 
Chiiiaiiion are beginning to go in, and work 
the mines on .diares. Two of llii; lliul-on 
Bay Conipiiiiy'd clerks have taken the " gold 
lover," and aro gelling u boat built 10 take 
up u cargo of provisions. In fact every one 
has the lover, and these only who cannot gal 
away will remain hero.
